Their time for the 24,326- 
mile flight was less than half 
the 94 hours, one minute requir- 
ed by the propeller-driven B-50, 
Lucky Lady Il, on the first non- 
oe flight around the world in 
1949. 


Gen. Curtis LeMay, command- 
er in chief of the Strategic Air 
Command, met the 27 crewmen 
and pinned the Distinguished 
Flying Cross on each. 


Maj. Gen. Archie J. Old, Jr., 
commander of the 15th Air 
Force and in command of the 
lead plane, was the first to step 
down and commented the flight

But the Air Force said it was 
a demonstration of its “capabil- 
ity to drop a hydrogen. bomb 
anywhere in the world.” 

Five Stratofortresses took off 
from Castle Air Force Base near 
Merced, Calif., at 1 p.m. Wed- 
nesday in close secrecy that 
wasn't broken until last night, 

Gen, LeMay disclosed one of 
the planes landed in England 
“as planned”; another in Lab- 
rador “not as planned.” He did 
not give the reason for the Lab- 
rador landing. 

The three bombers looped the 
globe by way of Newfoundland,

Sweden May Start 
Making A-Bombs 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 19 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Sweden may be mak- 
ing atomic bombs within six or 
seven years, Hugo Larsson, 
chief of the nation’s Defense 
Research Department, said Fri- 
day night. 

Larsson said the country’s 
first atomic power station will 
be in action in. 1960, and py 
1962 or 1963 it should be pro 
ducing. enough plutonium for 
atomic bombs. Actual con- 
struction of the bombs could 
be under way by the time the 
station is working, he added. 

Larsson said he felt atomic 
weapons are necessary for 
Swedish defense—cheap and ef- 
fective. 

“With atomic arms at our 
dispoal,” he said, “our defense 
will be more .respected and 
these weapons could thereby 
a a peace-preserving ef- 
ect.” 


Scientists Coming Here 


Expect to-Find 4 N. Poles 


COPENHAGEN, Jan. 19 
(AFP)—A group of Swedish and 
Norwegian scientists hope to 
discover up to four magnetic 
north poles next month, while 
studying cosmic radiations dur- 
ing a flight from Copenhagen to 
Tokyo by way of the geographic 
North Pole. 

The expedition, under the 
direction of Prof. Arne Sand- 
stroem of Uppsala University, 
in Sweden, will study cosmic 
rays at the North Pole. The 
study is a preliminary to the 
International Geophysical Year.

Cancellation of the plan to 
boost Japanese National Rail- 
way fares and the consumer 
price of rice and expansion of 
the scope of the planned tax 
cut to low wage earners were 
also sought. 

Meanwhile, Finance Minister 
Hayato Ikeda who also attend- 
ed the conference, said the 
Government intends to increase 
wages for public servants in 
fiscal 1957 according to a rec- 
ommendation made by the Na- 
tional Personnel Authority. 

It was agreed at this confer- 
ence that Government and 
labor union leaders will meet 
from time to time to discuss 
prevailing labor problems.

It would mean a loss of at 
least $470 million a year to the 
Japanese, according to official 
American sources here.

The JNR fare hike plan, 
which is a part of the Govern- 
ment’s budget program for fis- 
cal 1957 has been a butt of 
angry criticism from the public 
since it was informally revealed 
some time ago. Critics argued 
that the proposed fare increase, 
together with the contemplated 
raise in the consumer price of 
rice, would offset the benefits of 
the big tax cut scheme. 

The proposed increase in 
train fares is the first in four 
years. -The JNR had asked for 
an 18 per cent increase while the 
National Railway Council, an 
advisory body for the JNR, had. 
recommended a 15 per cent 
hike, 

Following a formal decision 
by the Government, the Trans- 
portation Ministry will codify 
an amendment to the National 
Railway Fare Law for presenta- 
tion to the Diet, which is 
scheduled to reconvene late 
this month following a long 
yearend and New Year recess. 

Whether the * commuters’ 
tickets for students and. the 
freight rates for newspapers 
and magazines will be raised 
to the 15 per cent level stiil 
remain pending.

Also included was $87 million 
spent “semi-officially”—by ser- 
vice clubs, officers’ and. non- 
commissioned officers’ mess 
halls and for special services 
activities. 

Japan realized $2.5 billion 
from its exports during 1956, 
and American sources say it is 


significant that U.S, milita 
spending was equal to 20 per 
cent of these earnings. 

At the same time, tige sources 
say, the American ice dol- 
lars coupled with U.S. economic 
aid enabled Japan to end the 
year with a $293 million balance 
in the foreign exchange treas- 
ury despite the fact that im- 
ports substantially exceeded 
exports, 

“It is our hope that Japan 
can build up its exports to the 
point wherg it no longer will 
be dependent on military spend- 
ing,” a U.S, Treasury Depart- 
ment official said. 

Exports increased 244 per 
cent last year over 1955. But 
imports increased 20.7 per cent 
and Japan would up $728,669,000 
in the red on its trade. 

Japan enjoyed increased US. 
military -spending ‘last year 
despite a cutback in American 
personnel stationed here. ‘This 
is due to more local procure- 
ment of all the goods and ser- 
vices necessary to maintain 
huge military installations, 

Japanese firms received the 
largest contracts for coal, trans- 
portation, wood and wood prod- 
ucts, office machine repairs 
and office supplies, the U.S. 
Army Comptrollers Office said. 

More than $1 million a 
month was spent by the United 
States on the Japanese market 
for perishable foods,

- This was the first time that Japan had been able to 
brine this all-important matter to the notice of the interna- 
tional organization and the proposal—evidently made as a 
preiminary measure to active plans for disarmament—was 
accompanied by Ambassador Renzo Sawada’s statement 
that it was Japan’s hope that all kinds of test explosions, 
large or small, would be ended. 

Japan is peculiarly fitted to speak on this subject as 
she has unfortunately had greater experience of the evil 
effects of the explosion of atomic weapons than any other 


nation. 


It will be recalled that the American disarmament pro- 
pozals recently outlined by Mr. Cabot Lodge, Jr., include the 


‘limitation and-eventual.elimination. of nuclear test explo- , 


sions after the nations agree about the stockpiling and usé 
of all future production of fissionable materials and the 
placing of tests of outer space weapons under international 
control and supervision. Soviet Russia has tabled its own 
resolution for the immediate end to tests of atomic and 


hydrogen weapons but this provides no safeguard that any 
undertaking in this connection would be fully carried out 


by the nations concerned. 


Herein lies a major difficulty. Mr. Sawada, anxious as 
he jis to get things done; was forced to admit that the ban 


on nuclear weapons would have to be accompanied by an 


effective system of inspection, which so far the major 


Powers have failed to agree 


upon. 


Mr. Sawada’s statement that Japan felt that the regula- 
tion of nuclear and conventional armaments constitutes an 
inseparable whole and that any scheme for disarmament 
should cover the two types of armament simultaneously 


raises an important issue. . Despite

at injudicious use 


might endanger the user almost as much as his intended 
victim —we think the contention that disarmament must be 
quantitative rather than qualitative continues to hold good. 
The grand objective is to put war out of human :thinking 
altogether—not to say “you can fight but only with in-

It is the existence of vast armaments of all kinds in the 
hards of the nations that constitutes the temptation to use 
them in certain circumstances—either as immediate killing 
instruments or as a means of coercion through threats to 


use them—and this is the 


urgent menace that over- 


shadows the world. Therefore, although we wish to see 
atomic energy devoted only to the pursuits of peace, we 
believe no success in disarmament can be attained without 
(1) a better political atmosphere and (2) international 
agreement to reduce considerably all kinds of armaments 


stockpiled. 


Nasser’s Wrong Approach 

Like any kind of proposal that can be mentioned, 
President Nasser’s action in ordering the “Egyptianization” 
of foreign banks, insurance companies and trading firms 
has two sides to it. Understandably, he wants to make 
Egypt’s economy independent. But such a move as this 
is Lound to discourage the help from the West that Egypt’s 
economy so desperately needs. 7

Topics of the Times 


_ A Factional Analysis of the Socialist Party 


Arguments accompanying the 


- Socialist national convention last 


week emphasized the faction- 
al divisions within the party. A 
general alignment of two major 
groups, the “‘main stream” and 
the “anti-main stream”, emerg- 
« in party fights over its. 1957 
program and the election of 
leading party officers. 

These names, however, can be 
misleading. The “main stream” 
represents not necessarily the 
majority or the largest bloc, but 
the group supporting current 
party leadership and Mosaburo 
Suzuki, chairman of the Central 
Executive Committee. Pre-con- 
vention estimates gave the main 
stream bloc the short end of a 
six to four ratio of party 
strength. 

Any conclusion that this ratio 
represents a stable pattern or 
balance of strength is decidedly 
premature. Both groups repre- 
sent loose confederations, not 
firm unions of supporters. Both 
contain’ elements of disunion 
within themselves; both may 
even be temporary alliances, 
eae gg under temporary lead- 
rship. 


Why Unstable 

This instability is inevitable 
and due to several causes: the 
rapid development of party elec- 
toral strength, lack of time to 
assimilate and evaluate new 
members for leadership, the fact 
that the party has not faced a 
Lower House election since re- 
unification in October, 1955, and 


the important fact that it has 


not been tested as a single party 
cabinet. 

Strains on party unity will in- 
crease as the Socialists approach 


‘responsibility for government, 


and present factions may re- 
shuffle with different leadership 
eventually emerging. A similar 
situation in 1947-48 produced the 
initial party splits, the last of 
which was healed only the past 
week when the Labor-Farmer 
Party dissolved to permit indi- 
vidual reaffiliation with the 
parent Socialist body. 

The confederate character of 
the factions is readily seen in 
the “main stream’ led by Suzu- 
ki. It is comprised of members 
of the former Left-wing Socialist 
Party, moderates from the 
“neutralist” center faction, and 
those belonging to the ex-Right- 
wing Socialist Party... It is 
characterized by the breadth of 
its political color, from left. to 
right, and by its being a league 
of necessity, as well as modera- 
tion, advocating a broad-based 
party rooted in wide public sup- 
port. | 

Suzuki Supporters 
The “main stream’s” left-wing 


element consists primarily of 


Suzuki’s old colleagues in the 
prewar proletarian political 
movements, such as Kozo Sasa- 
ki, a Suzuki supporter holding 
the post of election strategy 
committee chairman. This left- 


win7 group was forced to seek p 


new allies after the October 
1955 reunion convention because 
other members of the former 
left-wing generally opposed the 
merger as threatening the single 
class character of the party. 

The “neutral” wing backs Su- 
zuki as the one best able to co- 
operate with the right-wing, a 
cooperation essential for the 
merger and for waging united 
war against the Liberal-Demo- 
crats, 

Former members of the So- 
cialist right-wing support Suzuki 
as the st defense against a 
more doctrinaire leadership 
from the extreme left. The 
right-wing hopes that with 
added experience an increased 
number of Socialists will rec- 
ognize that the parliamentary 
route to political power requires 
abandoning narrow class pro- 
grams and policies, and is ap- 
prehensive lest the party come 
to power before it has learned 
the responsibilities required for 
effective government,

Moreover, 
there is none within the Wada- 
Nomizo - Matsumoto combine 
who unites a rich labor, back- 
ground and recognition as an 
outstanding political figure with 
rospects for party leadership. 
The “anti-main stream” stabil- 
ity may not be helped by the 
addition of the ex-Labor Farm- 
er element because of divisions 
between labor and farmer in- 
terests' and probable clashes 
over personalities. 

One example suffices. Wada 
and Hisao Kuroda, head of the 
defunct Labor-Farmer Party, 
hail from the same election dis- 
trict in Okayama and have 
similar interests in agriculture. 
Kuroda was chief of the Social- 
ists’ prefectural branch until 
he bolted the party in 1948. 
Wada succeeded him upon for- 
mally entering the party in 
949. 


Electoral Prospects 

Wada’s claim to agricultural 
knowledge comes as a desk-bu- 
reaucrat, while Kuroda was 
always an organizer and politi- 
cal spokesman for the farmer. 
Beginning with the Oct. 1, 1952 
Lower House elections, the two 
men have matched strength in 
three election contests. Wada 
has consistently out-polled his 
rival in all save the first. His 
vote grew from 37,009 in 1952 
to 55,000 in 1955,.while Kuroda 
gained 2,000 in winning 47,000

Another factor may affect. 
“anti-main. stream” strength. 
That is, the smug complacency 
with which such leaders as 
Wada view the lack of experi- 
enced, politically mature talent 
in their faction’s ranks. The 
danger of such an underestima- 
tion of the need for political 
leadership as distinguished from 
mere “gray matter” in a strug- 
gle for party power is indicated 
by party and public criticism 
against the fiasco of Socialist 
violence in the Upper House 
last June, for which the “anti- 
main stream” leadership was 
largely responsible, and against 
Diet member participation in 
the Sunakawa incident. 


Soviet-Chinese Communique 


LONDON (AP) — The follow- 
ing is an unofficial translation of 
Friday's joint Soviet-Chinese 
communique as broadcast by 
Moscow Radio. 

“On the invitation of the So- 
viet Government, a Chinese 
Government delegation, headed 
by Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Chou En-lai, stayed in the 
USSR on a friendly visit, from 
Jan, 7-11 and from Jan. 17-19, 
1957. During their stay in the 
USSR, the delegation and the 
persons accompanying it visited 
Moscow, Irkuts, Omsk, Tash- 
kent and acquainted themselves 
with a number of industrial en- 
terprises, collective farms, edu- 
cational establishments, etc. 

During the stay in the USSR, 
an exchange of opinions took 
lace between the Government 
delegations of the USSR and 
China on important questions of 
the international situation, on 
the further consolidating and 
strengthening of the relations 


. Of friendly cooperation between 


socialist countries and on the 
further develop t of the 
friendly cooperati between 
the USSR and China. 

Cordial Atmosphere 

The meetings, conversations 
and negotiations took place in 
an atmosphere of cordiality, 
sincerity and friendship. 

1. During a broad ex- 
change of opinions both parties 
arrived at a completely identi- 
cal point of view regarding the 
present international situation 
and important international 
questions. After the 1954 Ge- 
neva conference, the 1955 con- 
ference of heads of Govern- 
ments of the Four Powers, and 
the Bandung conference of 
Asian and African countries, a 
tendency toward relaxation be- 
came apparent in the interna- 
tional situation, The idea of 
peaceful coexistence of states 
with different social systems be- 
gan to penetrate more than 
profoundly into the minds of 
the people. 

“However, as a result of the 
military attack by imperialist 
aggressive forces on Egypt, and 
their subversive activities in 
Hungary, the tendency towards 
an easing of the international 
situation came up against ob- 
stacles and the destructive op- 
position of these forces. With 
the support of socialist states 
and other peace-loving coun- 
tries and nations of the world, 
the peoples of Egypt and Hun- 
gary achieved a victory in a 
heroic “and decisive struggle. 
The conspiracies of imperialist 
suffered a 
cruel defeat. 

Imperialists Attacked | 

“However, the imperialists 
cannot reconcile themselves to 
this. They are continuing their 
aggressive subversive activities. 
Facts show that the develop- 
me of international events 
purgpes a tortuous course. All 
peaee-loving peoples of the 
world must be. constantly 
watchful and ready for a con- 
sistent and prolonged struggle 
against the intrigues of aggres- 
sive imperialist forces, 

“Both parties emphasize that, 
contrary to the policy of aggres- 
sion and preparation for war 
which is being pursued by the 
imperialist camp headed by the 
monopolist groups of the U.S.A., 
the countries of the socialist 
camp are consistently pursuing 
a policy of maintaining and de- 
fending peace throughout the 
world, , 

“At the same time, in Asia 
and Africa, many nationally in- 
dependent states, and in the 
first place such a great power 
as India, firmly adhere to a pol- 
icy of peace and neutrality, or 
beginning to incline to peace 


and “neutrality, On all conti-

nents, social forces rising for 
peace, against war, grow from 
day to day. 

“In the camp of imperialism, 
the contradictions and the dif- 
ferences arising because of the 
struggle for the sources of raw 
materials, markets and spheres 
of influence, are  becomiing 
deeper and sharper from day to 
day. With the exception of the 
aggressive forces of a small 
number of imperialist states, 
the peoples of the whole earth 
aspire to peace and take a stand 
against war. 


Socialist States Superior 


“The united forces of peace 
of the socialist states, of the na- 
tionally independent and other 
peace-loving countries and peo- 
ples are by far superior to the 
forces of the aggressive impe- 
rialist blocs. It is enough for 
all possible peace-loving forces 
in the international arena to ral- 
ly together and to unite their 
efforts in a determined strug- 
gle, to frustrate with certainty 
any designs of the aggressive 
imperialist circles. 

2. Both sides note that after 
Britain, France and Israel suf- 
fered a defeat in their aggres- 
sion against Egypt, U.S. impe 
rialism is trying to take ad- 
vantage of this _ situation 
in order to take the place of 
the colonial powers—Britain 
and France—in the Near and 
Middle East, to stifle the move- 
ment for national independence 
and to enslave the peoples of 
these countries. It is also striv- 
ing to enforce in this area 
the implementation of a policy 
of aggression and preparation 
for war. This is precisely the 
meaning of ‘the Eisenhower doc- 
trine. 


New Tensions Created 


Such a colonial policy of the 
U.S.A. in the area of the Near 
and Middle East creates a new 
tension in the situation in that 
area which was recently the 
arena of military operations 
brought about by the aggression 
against Egypt. The Soviet and 
Chinese Governments resolutely 
condemn this policy of the U.S.A. 
and are ready to continue to 
give the necessary support to 
the peoples of the Near and 
Middle East in order to prevent 
aggression and interference in 
the affairs of the countries of 
this area, 

“Aiming at the full liqui- 
dation of the consequences of 
imperialist aggression in Egypt, 
both Governments consider it 
necessary to satisfy the just de- 
mands of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment for compensation by Brit- 
ain, France and Israel for the 
damage caused by the aggres- 
sive. actions. Both Govern- 
ments are resolutely taking a 
stand against any intrigues of 
the imperialists. 

“Both Governments resolutely 
oppose any intrigues aimed at 
putting the Suez Canal under 
international control, and con- 
sider that. the problem of ship- 
ping in the Suez Canal must be 
solved by means of negotia- 
tions between the interested 
countries on the basis of full 
respect for Egypt’s sovereignty. 

Against Colonialism 

“The Governments of the 
USSR and China fully support 
the strivings of the peoples of 
Asia. Africa and Latin America 
to struggle against colonialism, 
to defend and consolidate their 
National independence, sover- 
eignty and freedom and to. at- 
tain industrial development 
and economic independence, 

“Socialist states and nation- 
ally independent countries can 
realize their cooperation in full 
accordance with the five prin- 
Ciples of peaceful coexistence 


in the struggle against war 


and colonialism, and in defense 
of universal peace. Facts con- 
firm that such sincere coopera- 
tion has already played an im- 
portant part in contemporary 
international affairs. Friendly 
cooperation of the _ socialist 
countries with states which 
have become nationally in- 
dependent corresponds to their 
mutual interests and those of 
universal peace. 


Both Governments delegations 
note that the imperialist aggres- 
sive blocs, suppressing the na- 
tional liberation movement and 
committing aggression against 
states which have attained their 
national independence, will not: 
abandon attempts to carry out 
subversive activities in the so- 
cialist countries. The armed 
mutiny in Hungary was provok- 
ed by the imperialist aggressive 
circles and the Hungarian coun- 
terrevolutionary elements, 
which used the dissatisfaction of 
the Hungarian working masses 
and of the youth with the mis- 
takes of the former leadership, 
They tried to eliminate the so- 
ecialist order in Hungary, to re- 
store a fascist dictatorship and 
thus to create a hotbed of war 
in Europe. With their keg 3 
racy in Hungary they tried 
make a breach in order to carry 
out their designs to disunite the 
socialist countries and strike at 
them one by one. 

Victory for Socialism 

“The quick routing of the 
counterrevolutionary forces by 
the Hungarian people under the 
leadership of the Hungarian So- 
cialist Workers Party and the 
Workers-Peasant Revolutionary 
Government, with the assistance 
of the USSR, is a great victory 
of the cause of peace and social- 


ism. Having rendered assist-. 


ance to the Hungarian people in 
the liquidation of the counter- 
revolutionary mutiny, the USSR 
fulfilled its international. duty 
to the Hungarian workers and 
the workers of other socialist 
countries, which in the highest 
degree corresponds to the in- 
terests of the defense of peace 
throughout the whole world. 

“Of late the imperialist aggres- 
sive groupings have been inten- 
sifying the cold war, and are 
carrying out conspiratorial ac- 
tivities aimed against the USSR, 
communism, and the cause of 
peace. Faced with these designs 
it is necessary to be vigiliant. 
The USSR and China are bound 
with all socialist countries by 
fraternal friendship and mutual 
assistance obligations. Any 
provocative actions of the im- 
perialist aggressive forces, di- 
rected to undermine the social- 
ist countries, will be met with 
the most decisive rebuff. 


For Coexistence 


“The parties stressed again 
tHat the unshakable basis of the 
foreign policy of the Govern- 
ments of both countries is the 
implementation of the principle 
of peaceful coexistence of states 
with different social systems. 
Both parties note with satisfac- 
tion that the USSR and China 
are developing relations of 
friendship and cooperation, on 
the basis of the five principles 
of peaceful coexistence, with 
many states. ‘Thereby they con- 
tribute to peace in the world. 

“As for the U.S.A,, the USSR 
and China also strive for peace- 
ful coexistence with that coun- 
try and have made due efforts 
in that direction. Unfortunate- 
ly, the claims of U.S. monopolis- 
tic circles for world supremacy, 
their policy of aggression and 
war preparations, impede. the 
improvement of international 
relations, particularly the im- 
provement of relations ‘between 
the USSR and the U.S.A. and
